Visual evidence backed by curnulative reports from inside Cuba 
indicate that the Communist arms build-up on the captive island 
is now entering a decisive phase, By mid-1962, the United States 
will be confronted by a powerful array of Cuba-based air, sea 
and space power. 

The Communists are already wielding their infant jet air force 
as part of the global war of nerves against the United States. Cuba- 
based MIG-17 jets have now begun openly to maneuver over the 
Florida Straits, Some of the MIG flights have been made within 
sight of the U.S, coast. 

The MIG*s make simulated attack rums, A formation of 6 to 8 
Red jets takes off every 2 or 3 days from Western Cuba, climbs 
to an altitude of almost 40,000 feet, then streaks northward toward 
the U.S, 

The oncoming flight is immediately spotted on U.S, radar screens. 
U.S, jets are alerted but not scrambled, So far, the MiGs have 
always swerved homeward when they reach a point about 30 miles 
from Florida, 

U.S, officers are watching these increasing forays closely, 
Their orders from. Washington are not to intercept unless the Red 
jets unmistakably exhibit “*hostile intent,” Washington is also ob- 
viously not eager to publicize the growing Cuba-based Red air force. 
Official quarters will not admit that the MiGs have been making 
warlike passes. This follows a previously set official pattern, 

Reports began to reach Dominican intelligence in February 1960. 
that Castro agents in Prague and Moscow were dickering with 
their opposite numbers regarding a Cuban jet air force. Nego- 
tiations were initiated by one Captain Nunez Jimenez, and later 
taken up by Raul Castro. Our informantwas a member of the Cuban 
negotiating team. 

At first, the Soviets evidenced reluctance and disinterest, The 
Cubans proposed that Cuban sugar be exchanged for 100 MiGs., 
It was proposed that they include 30 of the older MIG-15s and 70

Meanwhile, the crash program was well underway. European and 
Chinese aviation cadres poured into the island and hundreds of 
Cuban trainees were flown to Czechoslovakia, In mid-October 1960, 
the Soviet freighter, ‘‘Kirovak’’, docked at the small port of Cabanas 
on the northwest coast of Pinar del Rio province, It was met by 
hundreds of jubilant Soviet bloc technicians, Aboard the “‘Kirovak" 
was an entire jet air base: tractors, machinery, prefabricated 
installations, meteorological equipment, radar, radio - the works, 
Before the ship left port, the technicians had part of the cargo 


in operation, They began to expand the San Julian air field, The . 


San Julian strip was hastily laid out by the US Army Air Corps 
early in World War Il, Little used, it was quickly turned over to 
the Cuban government and was allowed to deteriorate. 

Now, San Julian has been transformed into a modern jet air base, 
It is the center of the MIG program, 

Two recently defected Cuban air force pilots report that San 
Julian is base for some 70 MiGs, Besides MIG-17s, they claim, 
the Soviets are now shipping in MIG-19s and MIG-21s, 70 to 80 
Soviet bloc pilots man the planes as well as instruct Cuban cadets, 

Cuban agents who supply intelligence to U.S, services consider

ANTI-COMMUNISTS TAKE HEART ,

America’s anti-Communist movement is hurting the Reds and the 
word is out to stop it at all costs, . 

This is heartening news for those fighting the good fight who may 
not always be aware of how their joint efforts are succeeding. 

Recent secret testimony released by the Senate subcommittee 
on internal security gives the anti-Communist movement a straight- 
A report card for propagation and effect. 

The witness was Edward Hunter, former government employe 
and psychological warfare specialist who has authored several 
books on Communist brainwashing techniques, 

Hunter said the Communists’ evaluation of the U.S, anti-Com- 
munist movement as a first-magnitude threat to Red world conquest 
plans was revealed by the inclusion of orders for its eradication 
in the 8l-party manifesto of December 1960, The order was un- 
precedented in Communist party history. 

This means that American patriots had best gird themselves 
for a -psychological warfare onslaught that will employ every 
diabolical and dirty tactic in the Red repertoire of deceit, every 
possible means of pressure. 

Hunter told the Senators that the anti-Communist movement be- 
gan in 1958, after former President Eisenhower issued his direc- 
tive charging the military with the responsibility of informing 
their troops and the American civilian population of the Red menace, 

Nobody realizes more clearly than the Kremlin, Hunter said, 
“If the anti-communist movement is not destroyed before it at- 
tains solidarity and stability and becomes sure of its ground, it 
will be fatal to the Communist movement 2verywhere,"" 

The anti-anti-Communist counteroffensive already is cutting 
inroads through the American national mind, discrediting, vilifying, 
smearing the sources of anti-Communist thought, 

The purpose: Take the sting out of the anti-Communist movement, 
Here are the immediate targets. 

(1). Make anti-Communism an unpopular thing to discuss or to 
express, 

(2). Convince America that the Red threat to this country is 
far away Overseas, not at home.

**radical right-wingers.” 

(4). Separate the military voice from the civilian ear by co- 
vertly pressuring the military into taking the sting out of its 
anti-Communist program, 

(5). Make anti-Communism in Federal agencies a form of 
“sticking one’s neck out,”" 

The goal: Take the force out of the anti-Communist movement 
so the Communist forces can win by default, 

Hunter said he doubted that U.S, Communists had anything to 
do with the Pentagon gag order for officers, But he added that it 
makes little difference whether the secretary of defense, Red 
Riding Hood or Little Bo Peep gave the order, It's out, It*s in 
effect. And whether it’s coincidence, conspiracy, coercion or con- 
fusion, the order rates as a major victory for the enemy, 

Americans can take heart that their patriotism is paying off, 
but all should be alerted, too, that the fight for freedom must be

he world today lives on the razor’s edge, and 
everyone Knows it. But this is not a unique condition 
for men and women. The 19th Century English author, 
Robert Louis Stevenson, wrote in.one.of his essays: 

“We have all heard of cities in South America built 
upon the side of fiery mountains, and how, even in this 
tremendous neighborhood, the inhabitants are not a jot 
more impressed by the ‘solemnity of mortal conditions 
than if they were delving in the greenest corner of 
England. There are serenades, and suppers and much 
gallantry among the myrtles overhead; and meanwhile 
the foundation shudders underfoot, the bowels of the 
mountain growl, and at any moment living ruin may 
leap sky-high into the moonlight, and tumble man and 
his merry-making in the dust. . . . Ordinary life begins 
to smell of high-handed debauch when it is carried on 
so close to a catastrophe; and even cheese and salad, 
it seems, could hardly be relished in such circumstances 
without something like a defiance of the Creator. It 
should be a place for nobody but hermits dwelling in 
prayer and in maceration, or mere born-devils drowning 
care in a perpetual carouse. 

“And yet, when one comes to think upon it calmly, 
the situation of these South American citizens forms 
only a very pale figure for the state of ordinary man- 
kind. . .” 

The state of ordinary mankind is to live on the 
razor’s edge. No one knows when he will die, or under 
what circumstances. For an individual to live in fear 
of death is to deprive life of much of its meaning. For 
a nation to live in the belief that “anything is negotiable 
rather than thermonuclear war” is to yield its sover- 
eignty, its independence, and its reason for existing. 

One of the sick comedians of our times sings a 
song containing the words, “We'll all go together when 
we go, every Hottentot and every Eskimo.” In other 
words, the Kfemlin is no more secure than the White 
House, the peasant in Siberia is no safer than the wheat 
farmer in Iowa, if all-out nuclear war is unleashed. 
Surely, if this is so, Premier Khrushchev knows it as 
well as President Kennedy. And yet Columnist Crosby 
says this fearsome knowledge should influence the 
President, but should have no effect on the premier. 

“Give in. Negotiate. Surrender. I'd rather crawl 
on my belly to Moscéw than die in a nuclear war.” So 
speaks the appeaser. But he speaks only for himself. 
The man who still speaks for the American people is 
Patrick Henry, who said, “Is life so dear or peace so 
sweet, as to be purchased at the price of chains and 
slavery? Forbid it, Almighty God.”

ALL OF ONE VIEW 

But the Center’s bulletin fails to tell the whole truth, The per- 
sons at the conference were of the samé intellectual stripe. 

One of the principal speakers was Justice William O, Douglas, 
the most active leftigt on the Supreme Court. Justice Douglas* 
most recent public statement was one approving U.N, membership 
for Red China, Addressing the conference, he spoke scornfully 
of U.S, defense measures against Communism in the post-war era, 
saying: *‘The bomb, the jet fighter plane, the tank, became our 
insignia,** 

The necessity for such insignia in a world threatened by Commu- 
nist military aggression was ignored by Justice Douglas, 

Eric Larrabee, a New York magazine editor and a speaker at 
the conference, bracketed Southerners with the Russians and 
Chinese. He said: **I wish the Russians and Chinese would conform 
to Western standards of national conduct, I wish the people of 
Alabama and Mississipi would conform to the laws of the United 
States.” 


Conference participants listed in the Center*s report are the 
tip-off to the character of the meeting, Present were Dean B, R, 
‘Brazeal of Morehouse College, a former executive of the High- 
lander Folk School, the now defunct agitation center in Tennessee; 
Prof, C, Vann Woodward of Johns Hopkins, whose scholarly stock 
in trade these days is criticism of the South; William V. Shannon, 
columnist for the left-wing New York Post; Dr, Reinhold Niebuhr, 
another scholar who mixes liberal politics with theology and who 
protested invasion of Red Cuba last spring; and William Worthy, 
a left-wing journalist, 


CASTRO'S PEN PAL 

William Worthy is a supporter of the Fair Play for Cuba Com- 
mittee, a front group financed with money fromCastro*s government, 
Members of this group have sheltered themselves under the Fifth 
Amendment in appearances before Congress. 

Worthy himself said last February that the U.S, press has done 
**a hatchet job of Fidel Castro.*’

type of man the Center for the Study of Democratic Institutions 
invited to participate in a conference on the American character! 

The Center*s study project on “The American Character” may 
seem a cloud nine program to many Americans, For the moment, 
it is an activity on a rarefied level. But the distortions of the image 
of the real American character which may stem from this study 
are a definite threat, Like other material ground in the propaganda 
mills of the Fund for the Republic, it is fed into colleges, uni- 
vetsities and libraries, Distortions are accepted as truth, and the 
country suffers, 

In the battle for America, the principal prize is the mind of the 
nation, Thus, such projects as the Center*s “study” are important 
campaigns, The best way to counter these campaigns is with the 
spotlight of publicity. 

When the bias in this so-called study is exposed, the country 
will be able to see the reality of propaganda behind the facade of 
scholarship,

UTT TO INTRODUCE BILL FOR 
U. S. TD WITHDRAW FROM U. N. 


_—— 

SANTA ANA, CALIF. - Oct, 18, Congressman James B, Ut of 
Orange County recently announced that he will introduce a bill at 
the next session of Congress asking that immediate steps be taken 
for the withdrawal of the United States from the United Nations. 

Sparing none of the Conservative tones on which he has been re- 
elected two office, Ut delivered a scathing attack at the “one- 
world-government’’ machine, 

Speaking before some 150 Young Republicans from GardenGrove 
and Orange, Utt prefaced his remarks about the United Nations by 
Stating: “I know that I am going to run into some very sharp dis- 
agreement and | respect your ideas. I only hope that you think mine 
are sincere because I think that’s very important,” 

The greying legislator then went on tw deliver one of his most fiery 
speeches, denouncing the United Nations as “*, . . a house full of 
spies, . . it is a Godless organization . . . it does not believe in 
the dignity of the individual,” 

Utt said he was “mighty happy” to find out the Orange County 
Board of Supervisors had refused w declare a United Nations Day 
(which the President has proclaimed to be October 24.) 

The former Santa Ana attorney compared such a movement with 
attempting to get these same cities and counties tw declare a 
pro-Communist day. 

Wearing one of the dark suits that have become a trademark of 
his Conservatism, Utt said that any good thing the United Nations 
has accomplished would never outweigh the evil the New York- 
based organization has spread throughout the globe. 

Since .the United States joined the United Nations, Utt said, 
‘| gur prestige has dropped in 15 years two the lowest point in 
history, . . to the point where we are facing co-existence and next 
& that is surrender.”" 

“Read the United Nations Charter and find out it supersedes the 
Constitution of the United States and anything that is unconstim- 
itional the Supreme Court can find it constitutional under the United 
** Nations Clurer,” Un wid his listeners. 

“We're governed more by treaties today than we are by the laws 
of Congress and the Constitution of the United States and again I 
say & those of you who are in sharp disagreement,..examine the 
facts..go and come back...show me what it has done that has 
helped the United States,"" he challenged, — 

He said that unless the American Public wakes up“. . . we'll 
be inside of the Communist conspiracy if we have that one-world 
government, . . the Russian troops will be marching in the streets 
of Garden Grove because it will be their government and not our 
government,” he remarked with a note of warning. 

In a verbal slap at the Kennedy Administration, Ut said since 
the former Massachusetts Senator took office “. . . we have been 
moving into a concentrated power to deliver our troops . . our 
Strategic Air Command, . . under the United Nations, . . (and)

What folly this will be is evident from the past, as reviewed by a 
special committee of the American Bar Association in a special 
report a few years back on Communist tactics, strategy, and ob- 
jectives in these words: 

“During the last 25 years, the United States has had 3,400 meet- 
ings with the Communists, including Teheran, Yalta, Potsdam, Pan- 
munjom, and Geneva, The negotiators spoke 106 million words (700 
volumes}, All this talk led to 52 major agreements, and Soviet 
Russia has broken 50 of them. The Communists have followed Len- 
in*s dictum about treaties and agreements: ‘Promises are like pie 
crusts -~- made to be broken,’ * 

Next to the deliberate intent of the Communists not to honor their 
word, which makes a dangerous pitfall of any agreement which might 
be reached with them, what alarms one like myself who has had 
access to the secret records of past negotiations with the Commun- 
ists is the repeated failure of U, S, representatives to do us credit 
and to safeguard our national interests, I refer not to the likes 
either of Alger Hissor ofthe U.S, diplomat abroad who commented, 
“Why fight the Communists? They are going to win anyway.” No, 
I am thinking of the men at the very top in our government, 

Not by the blunders or treachery ofa single official was America 
reduced from a position of incomparable power to its present peri- 
lous state, But by a “cover-up’’ unprecedented in hiswry, the 
makers of disaster through the years have been protected from the 
wrath of their fellow Americans. The facts of the case, the extent to 
which men at the very top have let us down, are almost wo shocking 
for the average decent citizen w believe. I speak from knowledge 
gained in service under eight successive Secretaries of State. 

I recall, for example, the furor in the Pentagon -- and later in the 
White House and the State Department -- when in 1954 it was dis- 
covered that in collecting documents for publication regarding the 
Yalta conference in response to Congressional request, I had in- 
cluded papers which put one of the top figures in World War II in an 
unfavorable light, The memorandum from the Pentagon protesting 
against publication was some 20 pages in length, and on high author- 
ity it was decided -- as might be expected -- that the papers at issue 
would be suppressed, Yet some time later a representative of the 
State Department had the audacity to testify before a Congressional 
committee that nothing of importance had been omitted from thé pub- 
lished Yalta record! To this day it has never been fully explained 
to the American people why our authorities didnot require a proper 
corridor to Berlin, or who was involved in the disastrous grant of 
concessions to the Soviet Union in the Far East in 1945, 

In the recently published papers dealing with the Teheran Con- 
ference in 1943, the first ‘‘summit"’ meeting and the forerunner of 
Yalta, we see glimpses of what happens when we “‘negotiate’’ with 
the Reds, even though we have togoback some years to get a word- 
by-word account, The following from the published record for Dec- 
ember 1, 1943 will illustrate my point: 

“The President said he had asked Marshal Stalin to come to see 
him as he wished tw discuss a matter briefly and frankly. He said it 
referred to internal American politics, He said that we had an elec- 
tion in 1944 and that while personally he did not wish to run again, if 
the war was still in progress he might have to, He added that there 
were in the United States from 6 to 7 million Americans of Polish 
extraction, and as a practical man, he didnot wish to lose their vote.

It is not surprising to this newspaper to learn 
that the United States is shipping scrap iron to 
Communist Yugoslavia and that taxpayers are be- 
ing required to defray the costs of the shipping by 
a private U.S. firm.

The Establishment is a general 
term for those people in finance, 
business and the professions, large- 
ly from the Northeast, who hold 
the principal measure of power and 
influence in this country irrespec- 
tive of what administration oc- 
cupies the White House. 


Members of the Establishment 
hold down important government 
jobs in both Republican and Demo- 
cratic administrations. A_ typical 
Establishment figure is Secretary 
of the Treasury C. Douglas Dillon 
who served as Under Secretary of 
State for Economic Affairs in the 
Eisenhower administration. An in- 
vestment banker, Mr. Dillon came 
to government service from Dillon, 
Read & Co. 

Another major Establishment 
figure is John J. McCloy, former 
member of the leading New York 
law firm of Milbank, Tweed and 
Hope; former president of the 
World Bank, former chairman of 
the Board of the Chase Manhattan 
Bank, former High Commissioner 
for Germany, and now Disarma- 
ment Administrator.

EXPOSING THE SURRENDER PLAN FOR AMERICA 


(Reprinted from Economic Council Letter 512, October 1, 1961) 





_ President Kennedy made his scheduled appearance before the 

United Nations General Assembly on September 25. He presented 
part of the “package” program for disarmament of the nations, 
arming of the UN and establishment of world law above our Con- 
stitution, which carefully leaked reports have promised over sev- 
eral months. 

The important proposal was for abandonment of nuclear arms -- 
and end of testing, of stockpiles transfer to other nations, of nu- 
clear weapons in outer space, and of testing and production of 
missiles, Along with abandonment of nuclear weapons, the Presi- 
dent recommended an increase of UN armed forces. 

This is a strange farce. Nuclear weapons are our margin of 
power over the Communist mass armies, We are tow insisting 
the Communists give up their disadvantage while we give up our 
advantage. That is like asking gangsters to insist on disarming the 
police. 

The other elements of the package plan--total disarmament and 
world law--are left in suspension, 

We offer the cynical suggestion that the disarmament-world 
government proposals were delayed by the unexpected presence 
of Congress in Washington and the flood of mail urging Congress 
t remain in session and keep watch over our natiqnal security. 

Apparently Kennedy’s speech had been carefully timed to take 
place when Congress was scattered to the home districts, and 
without a forum, But the best-laid plans of even the planners 
“gang aft a-gley.” 

The package program is unchanged, It will be put into effect, 
probably even with the same time table, 

Let us remember, The program for disarmament and world 
government is not new, The collectivist elite proposed it in 1945, 
It is mandatory’ in the United Nations Charter, It was the subject 
matter of many international conferences and studies under Dean 
Acheson and Alger Hiss, The men who are directing the “new"’ 
plan are the same men who have directed the steps to world gov- 
ernment over the last sixteen years--or new men trained by them. 
Our representative to the UN is Adlai Stevenson, the man who 
forced the Navy to put Communist radio operators back on Navy 
ships in wartime. 

Both parties are involved, Harold Stassen and John J, McCloy 
have made disarmament appear bi-partisan, 

We have almost no defenses against this creeping conquest, 

Under the collectivist interpretation of the treaty clause, any- 
thing put into a treaty or Executive Agreement by the Executive 
Branch is in force as law over the United States, anything in the 
Constitution or the laws notwithstanding, 

That is simple fact, not denied by any competent person, The 
provisions of a treaty or Executive Agreement make possible total 
and complete remodeling of our Government, our political system, 
our economy and our laws, and the new system is automatically 
constitutional under the new doctrine, In other words, the treaty 
clause is a device for changing the Constitution without submitting 
the change in the form of an amendment submitted to Congress and 
the people. 

That is what the collectivist elite has used the treaty doctrine 
for, during all these sixteen years of successful campaigns to 


commit the United States Government to policies the people bitterly 


oppose. In other words, they are an army engaged in a campaign 
tw overcome the will of their enemy, the American people. 

The people who wrote and worked against the planned surrender 
to the UN through disarmament have won a battle but not a war, 

Do we have any positive evidence that this campaign is still 
going en day and night to impose world government and disarmament 
of the nations on an unsuspecting people? You shall be the judge. 

Let there be no mistake about internationalism. Like Washington, 
Jefferson, Franklin and the Adamses, we are in favor of all 
reasonable international intercourse, We are opposed to interna- 
tionalism by force and every form of international power, political, 
legal, economic or military, over our Constitution, our people and 
our country, 

On September 21, Chalmers Koberts reported in the Washington 
Post the terms of an agreement on disarniament which the United 
States has made with the Soviet Union, and deposited as an of- 
ficial document with the United Nations. 

This agreement provides as follows: 

The goal is general and complete disarmament, It will be 
accompanied by procedures for **peaceful settlement of disputes.** 

Non-nuclear forces are to be sufficient for internal security 
enly. For “international” security there will be a UN “*peace 
force."* (That is, the United States will be in the position of 
Katanga, permitted no forces strong enough to oppose the UN’ 
armies.) 

All nations are to disband their own forces, close out bases, 
Stop making arms, eliminate all stockpiles of nuclear chemical 
and biological weapons, stop production of advanced weapons and 
international missiles. They are to abolish military organiza- 
tions and military training and end all military expenditures, 
This means abolishing West Point, Annapolis and the Air 
Academy (We suggest you read this paragraph again -- and then 


again.)

Speaking in London in early 
October, Sen, J, W. Fulbright, 
leading U.S, anti-anti-Commu- 
nist, revealed more of the pat- 
tern of his thinking, Instead of 
standing up for his country in 
an hour of peril, Sen, Fulbright 
found excuses for Russian be- 
havior in Berlin and said the 
United States is partially to 
blame. 

The West, he declared; is nor 
entirely blameless for the de- 
velopment of the Berlin crisis, 
“Certainly,** he added, ‘*it was 
not just the fault of the Rus- 
sians, The Americans contribu- 
ted much to this. I do not 
know how much the British 
and others contributed, I do not 
want to be self-righteous about

These remarks by the chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee are entirely 
in character, After all, this is 
the man who said there is 
“little, if any, need” to alert 
Americans to the menace of 
the cold war.

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Radio Edition Warned You Of Tito 


Many Americans became alarmed when it was revealed by Major 
Harry Knickerbocker, Jr. of Dallas, Texas on October 20, 1961,

in their international Communist duties and obligations,,,Tito stated 
that Communist Yugoslavia and the Soviet Union would march sol- 
dier to soldier in time of war as they do in time of peace with the 
ultimate victory of world Socialism."* We also reported “Tito 
spoke out in favor of his friend, Khrushchev, after the Russians 
had brutally crushed the freedom fighters in Hungary in the fall of 
1956, Tito justified the blood bath to which the Hungary freedom 
fighters were subjected by stating cynically that Khrushchev had 
“saved** Hungary for Socialism. 

On December 30, 1958 on our broadcast #36 we reported: 
“Marshal Tito, the Communist Dictator of Yugoslavia, has re- 
ceived from the U, S, more than one billion, 600 million dollars, 
in economic and military aid since November of 1950; $700 million 
of this support of the Communist government of Yugoslavia was for. 
military items, including jet arcraft and parts.

On our #53 program on April 28, 1959 we reported: “Dictator

That day, thousands of Castro milicianos took over Matanzas and 
put the city under maximum martial law, Guards were posted every 
few feet about the city and its suburbs, Telephone service was shut 
down, Citizens were ordered off the streets. The harbor area was 
sealed off to all but a few trusted officers. 

On June 12, a convoy of 11 Soviet ships entered the harbor and 
immediately began discharging cargo. Trapped within the harbor 
itself was a cutter and crew from Florida, They witnessed the 
entiré 16-day operation -- the unloading of rocket units and 


There are also indications that the Communists are rapidly 
stepping up surface and submarine activities around Cuba, Soviet 
submarine operations in this area are not new and have been 
observed from time to time for several years, 

Now, there is mounting evidence that the Communists are inten- 
sifying surface activity as well, Soviet naval officers have been 
landing in Cuba for the last four months and a Cuban naval training 
program is underway at several ports, Cadets are also being sent 
to the Soviet Union for study, 

This is probably in preparation for the long-awaited Cuban naval 
expansion program. The Red Cubans are known to have long been 
dethanding that they be supplied with fleet units up to destroyer 
size, The program has been bogged down for lack of trained per- 
sonnel, It is anticipated, however, in view of previous patterns of 
development, that the Cuban naval expansion program should be 
we]l underway by mid-1962. 

Meanwhile, Soviet navy units are active, Soviet trawlers have 
been spotted in the eastern Bahamas area, presumably observing 
the’ Cape Canaveral launches, A permanent naval base seems to 
be. developing in the Bahia de Nipes area in northeast Cuba, Re- 
ports of Soviet submarine activity invariably center about Nipes 
Bay; now Soviet surface units are openly maneuvering in the area. 

There is no firm indication that the Nipes activity is related to 
the proximity of the Guantanamo naval base. In fact, the whole 
pattern of Cuba-centered developments in recent months has been 
away from the U.S, base, This may‘be a diversionary move or it 
may indicate that Communist plans for the Caribbean have pro- 
gressed to the point that the base is of secondary importance,
